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Tornado, straight line winds rip 
through county last Friday 



Bracken County’s Co- 
deRED system got its first test 
of 2012 last Friday, March 2. 
The CodeRED system was 
installed because it provides 
Bracken County officials the 
ability to quickly deliver mes¬ 
sages to targeted areas or the 
entire county. Last Friday 
the system alerted Bracken 
residents and businesses of a 
tornado warning for our area. 
About 80% of the calls made 
were received, while 20% of 
the numbers were no longer 
active or were not received 
due to the line being busy at 
the times the CodeRED calls 
were made. 

Community Safety di¬ 
rector Tony Mains reminds 
Bracken countians that such 
systems are only as good as 
the telephone number data¬ 
base supporting them. “If your 
phone number is not in the da¬ 
tabase, you will not be called.” 
One of the reasons the Co¬ 
deRED system was selected is 
it gives individuals and busi¬ 
nesses the ability to add their 
own phone numbers directly 
into the system’s database, this 
is an extremely important fea¬ 
ture. 

“No one should automati¬ 
cally assume his or her phone 
number is included,” Mains 
said urging all individuals, 
businesses, and school systems 
to log onto Bracken County’s 
website, www.brackencounty. 
ky.gov, and follow the link to 
the “CodeRED Community 
Notification Enrollment” page.

Mains explained, “Co¬ 
deRED allows geographically 
based delivery, which means 
street addresses are required to 
ensure emergency notification 
calls are received by the prop¬ 
er individuals in a given situ¬ 
ation. The system works for 
cell phones too, but we need 
to have an associated street ad¬ 
dress to provide relevant mes¬ 
sages.” 

Mains stated, “CodeRED 
gives those who want to be 
included an easy and secure 
method for inputting informa¬ 
tion. The data collected will 
only be used for emergency 
notification purposes.” Ques¬ 
tions should be directed to the 
Bracken Co. Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office, 606-735-2570 
or the Community Safety Dir.

While many in the county 
were discussing how March 
was “coming in like a lamb” 
instead of a lion, Mother 
Nature proved she had much 
still in store for our winter 
weather. Friday’s warm start 
set the scene for a tornado 
and straight line winds that 
would leave many in several 
states praying for lives lost 


and communities destroyed, 
while others were thankful 
their damage was not worse. 
All afternoon Bracken coun¬ 
tians were glued to radio and 
TV news reports of the im¬ 
pending weather and hoping 
the meteorologists were get¬ 
ting everyone stirred up for 
no reason. Sadly, that was 
not to be the case. Weather 


conditions quickly turned 
after 4 p.m. as all of North¬ 
ern Kentucky heard warning 
sirens going off and Brack¬ 
en countians were receiving 
CodeRED calls from Brack¬ 
en County Dispatch alerting 
everyone to a tornado warn¬ 
ing issued by the National 
Weather Service in Wilm¬ 
ington, Ohio and advising 


them to seek shelter imme¬ 
diately. Due to these calls 
and the diligence of citizens, 
Bracken County did not suf¬ 
fer the loss of life and injury 
experienced elsewhere in 
the state and surrounding 
communities. 

Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Director Neider Reyn¬ 
olds spent most of the after¬ 
noon Monday, March 5th 
looking over the structural 
damage received in Friday, 
March 2nd’s storms. Ac¬ 
cording to the information 
gathered Monday, most of 
the damage incurred was 
from straight line winds, and 
amounted to uprooted trees, 
tin being pulled up on bam 
roofs, holes punched in sides 
of stmctures and buildings 
being moved on their foun¬ 
dations. Mrs. Ann White 
had a bam behind her home 
in Powersville moved from 
the foundation and twisted 
but remained standing, and a 
home on Oakland Road had 
half of its roof taken off. 

Homer and Ruth Burton 
of Haley Ridge Road in Ber¬ 
lin were not as lucky. Their 
garage, shown above, was 
actually lifted straight up 
and dumped next to its foun¬ 
dation upside down in their 
yard, yet the two trucks in the 
garage remained unmoved, 
debris and a light pole did 
fall onto one of them. Theirs 
was the only damage classi¬ 
fied as tornado damage. The 
Burtons were on the outer 
edge of the tornado that hit, 
and caused great damage to 
Peach Grove in Pendleton 
County. 

In spite of the mass de¬ 
struction close to us in Piner, 
KY, Peach Grove, KY, and 
Moscow, OH, and that fur¬ 
ther east and south where 
National Guard units were 
activated and sent to West 
Liberty, Morgan County, and 
Johnson County, Bracken 
countians were very lucky.

A PRAYER WE NEVER PRAY 
by Cornelius R. Stum 

Down through the centuries many sincere believers 
have uttered this prayer: ’’Come, Lord Jesus; come quickly,” 
but we have not joined them in this. 

Lest we be misunderstood, we hasten to explain that 
we, personally, long to see and be with our blessed Lord, 
and did we think only of ourselves we would have Him 
come now, without further delay. 

But this continued absence of our Lord in grace is the 
special subject of Paul’s epistles, as Peter states: 

"AND ACCOUNT THAT THE LONG- 
SUFFERING OF OUR LORD IS SALVATION; 
EVEN AS OUR BELOVED BROTHER PAUL ALSO 
ACCORDING TO THE WISDOM GIVEN UNTO 
HIM HATH WRITTEN UNTO YOU; 

"AS ALSO IN ALL HIS EPISTLES, SPEAKING 
IN THEM OF THESE THINGS..." (II Pet.3:15,16). 

How gracious has our Lord been in delaying His return 
for His own and the judgment to follow! How gracious to 
extend the day of grace until now! Now that we are saved 
we would fain be with the One we love and long for, but 
how grateful we should be that He waited for us, and how 
eager we should be to win others to Him while He waits 
still longer! 

As we consider the lost about us, therefore, we cannot 
implore the Lord to "come quickly,” though His coming for 
us is indeed a ’’blessed hope,” and we remain on the alert 
for it to take place at any time. 

In this connection it is interesting to observe that the 
prayer, ’’Come, Lord Jesus,” and its counterpart ”How 
long!” are both ’’tribulation” prayers, uttered by saints (not 
of the Body) who will live during that dreadful time of 
God’s wrath. Both are found in the Book of the Revelation 
and both in connection with our Lord’s return to earth to 
judge and reign, and not in connection with the rapture. 
In both Revelation 2:5 and 2:16 our Lord says: ’’Repent... 
or else I will come unto thee quickly,” i.e., to judge. In 
Revelation 3:11 He writes to the church at Philadelphia, but 
again in warning: ’’Behold, I come quickly: hold that fast 
which thou hast, that no man take thy crown.” Revelation 
22:7 and 12 are used in the same way, indicating that in 
that day only those who are ’’overcomers” will long for the 
Lord to come and put an end to the world’s rebellion. Thus 
John closes the Revelation with the declaration: ”He which 
testifieth these things saith, Surely I come quickly”, and the 
response: ’’Amen. Even so, come, Lord Jesus” (Verse 20).

Dairy Producers 
Reminded of 
MILC Program 

The Kentucky Farm 
Service Agency would like 
to remind dairy producers 
of some important program 
eligibility requirements for 
payment under the Milk 
Income Loss Contract 
program (MILC). FSA State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley says dairy prices 
may authorize potential 
MILC payments, but all dairy 
producers need to be aware 
of the program requirements 
should those conditions 
arise. 

Dairy operators currently 
enrolled in MILC, need 
to notify the local county 
office if there have been 
any changes to their dairy 
operation. 

If a payment rate is 
announced, dairy producers 
enrolled in the MILC 
program will need to provide 
the local county office with 
documentation showing the 
eligible milk production and 
commercial milk marketing 
for the months with a MILC 
payment rate in effect. 

When producers enroll 
in MILC, a payment start 
month is selected. This 
month remains the same 
through all program years, 
unless a change is requested 
by the dairy. Dairy producers 
are allowed to change their 
start month an unlimited 
number of times throughout 
their enrollment in MILC 
provided that the changes are 
requested timely. 

MILC program 

participants are also required 
to comply with FSA’s 
Adjusted Gross Income 
requirements each fiscal year. 
This certification, on a CCC- 
931, must be completed 
prior to a payment being 
disbursed. 

New dairies that have not 
previously participated in the 
MILC program will need to 
fill out the CCC-580, Milk 
Income Loss Contract. 

Conservation Reserve 
Program Signup 
Begins March 12 

The Kentucky 

Farm Service Agency 
has announced that the 
Conservation Reserve 

Program (CRP) general 
signup will begin March 12 
and end April 6. 

Land that is not currently 
enrolled in CRP can be 
offered during signup if all 
eligibility requirements are 
met. Also, CRP participants 
with contracts expiring this 
fall can make new contract 
offers during the signup 
period. Contracts awarded 
during this general signup 
period will become effective 
Oct. 1. 

CRP is probably one of 
FSA’s most recognizable

programs. The various CRP 
practices help improve water 
and air quality, increase 
wildlife habitat and prevent 
soil erosion, which benefits 
us all. Landowners enrolled 
in CRP receive annual 
payments and cost-share 
assistance to establish long¬ 
term, resource-conserving 
covers on eligible farmland. 
Contract duration is between 
10 to 15 years. 

All CRP offers are 
evaluated and ranked using 
an Environmental Benefits 
Index that indicates the 
environmental benefits of 
enrolling the land in CRP. The 
environmental factors that 
make up the EBI are wildlife, 
water, soil, air, enduring 
benefits and cost. CRP is a 
voluntary program that helps 
agricultural producers use 
environmentally sensitive 
land for conservation 
benefits. 

In addition to this general 
CRP signup, the continuous 
CRP signup remains ongoing. 
In the continuous CRP 
signup, producers can enroll 
the most environmentally 
sensitive land.

BCMS 6 th graders dissect sheep 
hearts as introduction to anatomy 



This is the first year I 
have offered dissection to 
my 6 th grade classes. I de¬ 
cided to allow them to dis¬ 
sect a sheep heart and eye. 
7 th grade students dissect 
frogs which are smaller and 
require more refined motor 
skills and dissection tech¬ 
nique, so I thought larger 
organs would be a wonder¬ 
ful introduction to anato¬ 
my. Students were able to 
see all 4 chambers of the 
heart and the mitral valve 
and tricuspid valve. Dur¬ 
ing a discussion of what 
happens when these valves 
don’t work properly in hu¬ 
mans, students were able 
to transfer the information 
they were learning to their 
lives. Finally, we tracked 
the flow of blood from the 
body tissues, to the heart, 
lungs, and back to the heart 
where it is pumped back 
out to the body tissues with 
the needed oxygen. When 
we finished the heart, stu¬ 
dents dissected an eye. 
They were amazed when 
they took the eye apart and 
could see through the lens 
just like a contact lens! 
Dissection is a wonder¬ 


ful learning experience for 
young students, especially 
when they can transfer that 
information to the context of 
their lives, their families, or 
their friend’s lives.

Kentucky Farm Bureau Celebrates 
National Agriculture Week, March 4-10 


Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) will join numerous 
other farming organizations 
across the country as it cel¬ 
ebrates National Agriculture 
Week, March 4-10. This 
week is set aside annually to 
draw attention to the many 
ways America’s food system 
improves the quality of life 
for everyone. 

“The commitment, hard 
work and innovation of our 
farmers provides us with a 
stable supply of high-qual¬ 
ity, affordable food,” said 
KFB President Mark Haney. 
“National Agriculture Week 
is an excellent opportunity 
for all Americans to learn 
more about the farmers who 
contribute so much to our 
nation’s prosperity and qual¬ 
ity of life.” 

The United States has 
the safest, most abundant and 
lowest-cost food supply of 
any nation in the world due 
to the incredible efficiency 
of its farmers. As agriculture 
also provides components 
of almost everything people 
eat, use and wear on a daily 
basis - and is increasingly 
contributing to consumer 
demand for alternative fuels 
and other bio-products - or¬ 
ganizers of the National Ag 
Day program believe that ev¬ 
ery American should: 

• understand how food, 
fiber and renewable resource 
products are produced 

• value the essential role 
of agriculture in maintaining 
a strong economy 

• appreciate the role ag¬ 
riculture plays in providing 
safe, abundant and afford¬ 
able products 

• acknowledge and con¬ 
sider career opportunities in 


the agriculture, food, fiber 
and renewable resource in¬ 
dustries. 

“Just a few generations 
ago most families in Ken¬ 
tucky were directly connect¬ 
ed to farming,” said Haney. 
“We realize that is not the 
case today. We need to make 
sure that all people, and espe¬ 
cially our youth, understand 
the major role that agricul¬ 
ture has in everyday life.” 

Although the number of 
farms in the United States 
has steadily declined over the 
years, agricultural production 
continues to meet the needs 
of a growing American and 
global population. Today’s 
farmer grows twice as much 
food as his or her parents did, 
but uses less land, water and 
energy to do so. About 90 
percent of those farms are 
operated by families or indi¬ 
viduals. 

Additionally, an estimat¬ 
ed 20 percent of U.S. farm 
production is exported and, 
according to government sta¬ 
tistics, agriculture is one of 
the few remaining industries 
with a positive balance of 
trade. This production comes 
from the 2.2 million farms 
currently operating in Ameri¬ 
ca and accounts for more than 
24 million jobs nationwide. 

Kentucky’s economy is 
strongly supported by agri¬ 
culture as well, accounting 
for more than $5.3 billion 
in annual economic activity 
plus more than 270,000 jobs, 
according to a University of 
Kentucky survey. Only four 
states have more farms than 
the 87,000 found in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Healthy as American ag 
production is, the amount 


of exported goods from the 
U.S. will need to increase 
even more if global demand 
for its food and fiber contin¬ 
ues at the current pace. It is 
projected that the world’s 
population will grow by one- 
third its current size to an an¬ 
ticipated 9 billion people by 
the year 2050. With that kind 
of rapid growth, full support 
of the country’s agricultural 
producers is needed. 

“Feeding people has al¬ 
ways been the central role of 
farmers,” said Haney, “but 
feeding a growing world 
population while the amount 
of farmland is simultaneous¬ 
ly shrinking is a real chal¬ 
lenge. Appreciating, under¬ 
standing and partnering with 
the ag community will be 
necessary at all levels of so¬ 
ciety if we are to meet these 
increasing demands.” 

Haney, who operates 
an orchard and cattle farm 
in Pulaski County, said he 
hopes National Agriculture 
Week’s promotion of farm¬ 
ers will entice more people 
to educate themselves about 
what farmers do. 

“Agricultural education 
should not just be for those 
who choose to pursue farm¬ 
ing or agribusiness as a ca¬ 
reer,” concluded Haney. “A 
broader understanding of 
agriculture leads naturally 
to a greater appreciation of 
the safe and abundant food 
supply we have all come to 
enjoy.”

Panthers fall to 
George Rogers Clark 
in Regionals 

The Augusta Panthers 
got an extra day to prepare 
for the state’s 10th ranked 
George Rogers Clark Cardi¬ 
nals due to the expectations 
of severe weather over cen¬ 
tral Kentucky on Friday af¬ 
ternoon/evening. So on Sat¬ 
urday night the Panthers and 
many of their fans invaded 
the Montgomery County 
High School Arena for the 
quarterfinal matchup. The 
Cardinals drew first blood 
and led 5-0 before Augusta 
went on a 10-0 run to seize 
control. Over the final min¬ 
utes of the quarter Clark 
would start their comeback 
to tighten the game as the 
Panthers led 13-11 after 
1. In the 2nd quarter foul 
trouble and sloppy ball han¬ 
dling continued to plague 
the Cardinals as Augusta, 
who didn’t shoot well, held 
onto the lead for most of the 
quarter including their larg¬ 
est lead at 25-19. But even 
with 2 fouls on GRC big 
man Adam Fatkin, the Car¬ 
dinals still dominated the 
paint and that aided them in 
coming back once again to 
retake the lead. With Clark 
leading 28-27 they held the 
ball for the last shot of the 
half and Bopper Stenzel 
drilled a 3 at the buzzer to 
make the the halftime score 
31-27. 

In the first half, Brent 
Bach only had 7 points but 
controlled the ball for the 
Panthers and that helped 
them play one of their best 
halves of the season against 
one of the better teams in 
the state. So Clark knew 
what they needed to do to 
put some distance between 
them and the Panthers. Au¬ 
gusta found themselves 
running the offense with¬ 
out Bach as he was shaded 
wherever he went on the 
floor and pretty much had 
to get a defensive rebound 
to have the ball. Augusta’s 
offense just wasn’t the same 
while the Cardinals were 
picking up steam as they 
outscored the Panthers 23-7 
to take a commanding 54- 
34 lead going into the 4th 
quarter. With the sizable 
lead Clark let up defen¬ 
sively and Augusta started 
to light up the scoreboard 
once again as they went on 
an 11-4 run to close the gap 
to 58-45. But that would be 
the closest they would get 
as the Cardinals would not 
be rattled as they advanced 
the the semifinals defeating 
the Panthers, 75-53. Brent 
Bach led Augusta with 17 
points. Dalton Appelman 
finished with 14 and Corey 
Moore added 10. The loss 
ended the Panthers season 
at 19-13. The best Augusta 
record since the 2001-02 
season when that squad fin¬ 
ished 22-6. 

So that puts an end to 
another exciting season of 
Augusta Panther basket¬ 
ball. We bid farewell to 
nine seniors that will never 
again suit up in Augusta or¬ 
ange and black.

Lady Bears outlast 
Harrison, advance 
to Region Semis 

For the second time in 
three years, the Bracken 
County Lady Bears are play¬ 
ing in the 10 th Region’s ver¬ 
sion of the Final Four, earn¬ 
ing a hard-fought 53-48 win 
over 38 th District runner-up 
Harrison County. 

But there was a feeling 
of deja vu that crept over the 
Bracken faithful on Tuesday 
night in Alexandria. The 
sizeable following, clad in 
their dark gray 39 th Dis¬ 
trict Championship shirts, 
watched as Patrick Kelsch’s 
young Lady Bears built a 
double-digit lead in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. Employing its 
trademark pressure defense, 
Bracken (18-10) seemed 
on the verge of blowing out 
Harrison County. But it was 
the Fillies who refused to go 
away, reducing a 24-14 lead 
to 26-19 over the final 3:51 
of the second quarter. 


“Very similar to the 
Mason County game in the 
District finals,” Kelsch said. 
“Though we didn’t get as 
big a lead tonight, we were 
playing well. But hats off 
to Harrison County. They 
battled back and came close 
to knocking us off.” 

After whittling the lead 
down to a solitary point in 
the third quarter, Harrison 
County center Jordan Doram 
rebounded a miss and put 
back the basket giving the 
Fillies a 32-31 lead at the 
1:31 mark. Jordan Wills an¬ 
swered back quickly with a 
smooth 15-footer to reclaim 
the lead for the Lady Bears. 
For the rest of the third and 
most of the fourth quarter, 
the two teams would essen¬ 
tially trade buckets. Trailing 
43-42, Bracken’s Mallory 
Bell netted a basket that was 
followed by a Bailey Cum¬ 
mins lay-up off an Emma 
Conley steal. The four points 
gave the Lady Bears a 46-43 
cushion. A pair of Mariah 


Nichols free throws would 
later bring Harrison County 
to within 47-46 with just 2:00 
remaining in the game. 

Coming out of a time¬ 
out, Cummins again scored 
a lay-up and followed with a 
pair of free throws a minute 
later, pushing the lead out to a 
more comfortable 51-46 with 
54.5 seconds showing. Wills 
added a pair of charity stripe 
tosses with 6.6 seconds left to 
seal the deal. 

“Atotal team effort,” Kel¬ 
sch said of his squad. “Bailey 
made huge plays for us down 
the stretch. Jordan was solid 
all night long. Emma ran the 
team well and played great 
defense. Mallory shot the 
ball well all night long. Cas¬ 
sidy (Jefferson) and Allison 
(Tarvin) fought hard on the 
boards. That’s what I love 
about this team. You can’t 
just zero in on one player.” 

Cummins led the Lady 
Bears with 18 points (7-14 
FG’s, 3-3 FT’s, 1-3 3ptFG’s). 
Wills and Bell contributed 13 
and 12 points respectively. 

Doram’s dominance was 
evident in the box score, as 
the powerful sophomore net¬ 
ted 26 points to pace Harrison 
County (10-22). 

The win earns Bracken 
County a semi-final spot, 
opposite tournament favor¬ 
ite and defending champion 
Montgomery County on 
Wednesday night. 


Powerful 
Montgomery ends 
Lady Bears Season 

Defending 10 th Region 
champion Montgomery 
County blew open a one- 
point game, outscoring 
Bracken County 16-5 in the 
second quarter, en route to a 
convincing 50-31 victory in 
Alexandria on Wednesday 
night. The semi-final round 
win earns the Lady Indians 
(27-6) yet another spot in 
the championship game, but 
it also ends a memorable 
season for the ladies from 
Brooksville. 

“They’re just better,” 
head coach Patrick Kelsch 
said of Montgomery County. 
“And they’re not just bet¬ 
ter than us. They’re better 
than everyone else in the re¬ 
gion.” Truly spoken, as the 
victory brings Montgomery 
County’s record vs. 10 th Re¬ 
gion opponents this season 
to 17-0. 

The Lady Bears (18-11) 
came out like a ball of fire, 
outscoring the Lady Indi¬ 
ans 8-2 in the game’s open¬ 
ing few minutes. But the 
size, athleticism, strength 
and depth of Montgomery 
was just too much to over¬ 
come. Sophomore Cassidy 
Jefferson was the only Lady 
Bear’s player to reach dou¬ 
ble figures, leading her team 
with 10 points. 

Montgomery placed 
three in double figures, 
led by Schuler Tipton’s 11 
points. Keria Lockett and 


Olivia Colliver both chipped 
in with 10. 

“These girls gave every¬ 
thing they had, and ended up 
accomplishing much more 
than most people imagined,” 
Kelsch said. “Losing Sara 
(Sticklen), most everyone 
counted us out. This team 
proved a lot of people wrong. 
I know a lot of people will do 
the what-might-have-been 
thing...you know, if Sara & 
Kayla (Cummins) are both 
healthy all year. But at the 
end of the day, you have to 
appreciate what we accom¬ 
plished and anticipate next 
season. That’s what I’m go¬ 
ing to do.”
